Col. Buffum, the first witness, testt- 
fied that he went, about 11 p. m. Tues- 
day, to the office of Dr. J. W. Crewd- 
son, where Walker was taken after he 
was shot. Walker was lying on an op- 
erating table, wrapped in a blanket. 
There were 10 or 15 persons in the room. 
Buffum asked him how it happened. 
Walker said: “It was an accident. Wil- 
kins had an old pistol. We were hand- 
ling it. While it was tn Wilkins’ hands 
it went off, and I was shot. It was 
purely accidental, and not Wilkins’ 
fcult.’’ 

Wilkins was present when the state- 
ment was made. Others were near. 
Vialker said, again: “I want you fel- 
lows to understand that it was an ac- 
cident, and no fault of Wilkins.” : 

In answer to questions, Buffum said 
Walker had been speaking to another 
man.

COTTON BOUGHT 
BEFORE MARCH 
T0 MOVE FREELY 


Great Britain Announces Such 
Shipments to Neutral Ports 
Won’t Be Molested. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 8 —The fol- 
lowing statement was issued at the 
British Embassy today on the subject of 
American cotton cargoes shipped to Eu- 
rcpe: 

“‘Many inquiries have been reteived 
az to the treatment to be accorded to 
cctton shipped to Europe in view of the 
restrictive measures proposed to be tak- 
en by the allied governnients. 

“As already announced, there is no 
question of conflicting cotton cargoes 
that may come within the scope of the 
order-in-council to be issued.~ The fol- 
luwing arrangement has been come to 
in London as to cottoh consigned to 
neutral ports only: 


Must Sail by March 1. 
“1. All cotton for which contracts of 


sale and freight engagements had al 
ready been made before March 2, to be 
ollowed free shipment (or bought at con- 
tract price if stopped), provided ships 
sail not later than March 31. 

“2. Similar treatment to be accorded 
to all cotton insured before March 2, 
provided it is put on board not later 
than March 16. 

“3. All shipments of cotton claiming 
above protection to be declared before 
sailing, and documents produced to and 
certificates obtained from consular of- 
ficers or other authority fixed by gov- 
ernments. Ships or cargoes consigned 
to enemy ports will not be allowed to 
proceed.’’ 

The arrangement is said by the Brit- 
ish Ambassador to be framed to meet 
a temporary condition arising from the 
fact that Americans had made con- 
tracts, some of which were in execu- 
tion, for the delivery of American cot- 
ton to the neutral countries of Northern 
Europe, which could not be fulfilled un- 
der an indiscriminate application of the 
asserted rights of the British and 
French Governments to cut off all sup- 
plies for their enemy. To prevent loss 
to these interests, the British and 
French Governments have consented 
that they may proceed to fulfill their 
contracts under the limitations as_ to 
dates prescribed in the notice given out 
today. 

Cargoes Would Be Paid For. 

The statement that “ships or cargoes 
consigned to enemy ports will not be 
allowed to proceed’’ was explained to 
mean that, in the case of cotton ships 
at least, where the shipment was made 
before March 2, or before the announce- 
ment of the British intention to stop all 
supplies for Germany, the cotton cargo 
will be taken by the British Government 
It is reasonably 
certain that, regardless of the treat- 
ment to be accorded to supplies des- 
tined for Germany and Austria, directly 
or indirectly, such supplies, when non- 
contraband, will not be prevented from 
going forward to neutral countries, even 
after the expiration of the dates men- 
tioned in today’s arrangement, provided 
the neutral countries have by embargoes 


or other suitable measures guarded 
against the re-exportation of these sup- 
plies to Germany and Austria. 
Although dealing only with the sub- 
ject of cotton, the arrangement made 
today may be regarded as of the great- 
est importance because, while hereto- 
fore the British and French Govern- 
ments have contented themselves with 
the assertion that they reserve the right 
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IR JOHN FRENCH’S list of 
S names of officers and men 
whom he recommended for 
promotion or reward for gallant and 
distinguished service in the field, 
is the longest list of the kind ever 
submitted by a British commander.

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WITNESS OF ATTACK AT | 
DARDANELLES TELLS OF 
FIRE AT 10-MILE RANGE 


Aviators Directed Work of Warships’ Gunners 
in Demolishing Forts at Entrance of 
Straits—Floating Mines a Menace. 


LONDON, March 8.—An Athens 4dis- 
patch to the Daily Chronicle says: 

“The bombardment of the Dardanelles 
forts proceeds with success but with 
caution. It is now hoped that before 
a fortnight the allied fleet will be in 
the Sea of Marmora and Constantinople 
will quickly fall to the allies. 

“The features of the operations make 
extreme caution necessary for the at- 
tacking battleships. In the first place, 
the number of mines laid in the straits 
is enormous. They must all be picked, 
and the work takes time. The Turks 
seem to have learned a lesson from 
the Germans, for they are using float- 
ing mines to be floated to the sea. 

“These swirl around the capes at the 
mouth of the straits. Some of them 
have been picked up es far away as 
Tenedos Island. Secondly, the larger 
Turkish batteries are skilfully hidden, 
and it is necessary to knock out each 
gun individually. 

“The latest advices are that something 
like 50 guns have been destroyed. 

Witmess Describes Attack. 

“A man who from the summit of 
Mount Ilios witnessed the bombardment, 
gives the following account of it. At 
first he says, the fleet ranged in a semi- 
circle, miles out to sea, and made an 
inspiring spectacle as it came along and 
took up its position. 

“The bombardment at first was slow, 
the shells from the ships screaming 
through the air at the rate of about 
one every two minutes. Their marks- 
manship was excellent, aml with strong 
glasses huge masses of earth and stone 
work could be seen thrown high into 
the air. The din was terrific and when 
the largest ship with the biggest guns in 
the world joined in the air was rent 
with ear-splitting noise. 

‘The Turkish batteries, however, were 
not to be drawn and, seeing this the 
British Admiral sent one British ship 
and one French ship close in shore 
toward the Sidd-el-Bahr forts. 

‘“‘It was a pretty sight,’ the story 
goes on, ‘to see the two battleships 
swing rapidly away towards the nort- 
ern cape, spitting fire and smoke. 

‘‘*"They sped right under the guns of 
ths shore’ batteries, which could no 
longer resist the temptation to see 
what they could do. Puffs of smoke 
dotted the landscape on the far shore. 
Wull booms echoed over the water. 
Around the ships fountains of water 
sprang high in air. The enemy had 
been, drawn. 
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“ ‘But his marksmanship was bad. I 
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think I am right in saying that not a 
single shot came within a hundred 
yards of any of the battiesnips. Uut 
came the two ships again, ineffectiveiy 
pursued by shells from the Turkish 
batteries. 

***As they retired they still continued 
to make excellent practice and then the 
parting shots were quite as good as 
their first. The position and number 
of the enemy’s batteries had been dis- 
covered as a result of this brilliant 
work, and soon the Turkish guns were 
undér a hail of shells from a distance 
which must have been 10 miles at least.’ 

‘“‘Monstrous projectiles were poured in 
upon the forts guarding the entrance, 
and each one appeared to create a 
frightful inferno where it landed. Later 
this man was able to witness a subse- 
quent stage of the bombardment from a 
still nearer point. When the early 
bombardment had dealt with the forts 
at the entrance several ships were abte 
to enter the straits and carry on the 
work of destruction farther up. 

“Before that was done, however, the 
forts at Kum Kale had been attacked 
in an unusual manner. One section of 
the fleet, protected by the extreme 
point of the Gallipoli peninsula, fired 
over a hilly promontory at the forts, 
making splendid practice. Another part 
of the squadron, from a sheltered posi- 
tion off the coast of Tenedos Island, 
directed a telling fire on the same forts, 
silencing them and finally opening the 
entrance to the Dardanelles. 

Marines Withdraw at Night. 

“Parties of marines were landed dur 
ing the day to’ complete the destruction 
of the works. These forces were always 
withdrawn at nightfall and their work 
was accomplished without loss to them- 
selves. 

‘Another interesting feature of. the 
operations,’ says this eyewitness, *was 
what the French call an “indirect fire” 
upon some batteries higher up on the

PETROGRAD, March &—The War 
Office last evening made public the 
folowing official communication: 

“Our offensive continues on the 
left bank of the Niemen and in tHe‘ 
district northwest of Grodno. Our 
troops drove the Germans back be- 
hind the front of Sopotzkin-Lypskov’ 
and then pushed on vigorously.

NEW YORK, March 8—Harry Ken- 


dall Thaw, slayer of Stanford White, 


smilingly came into the criminal branch 
of the Supreme Court here today to 
stand trial for conspiracy to escape 


from the State hospital for the criminal 
« insane at Matteawan. Five men charged 
with assisting in the conspiracy were 


placed on trial with him. 

In the examination vf talesmen, Jus- 
tice Page said he would allow all the 
defendants five peremptory challenges. 

The contentions of the State 
partly outlined by Assistant District At- 
torney O’Mally in questigning the first 
talesman, 8. D. Fitch, a public account- 
ant. These questions indicated that the 
prosecution would request the Court to 
instruct the jury that, notwithstanding 
Thaw's insanity, he might have a ca- 

pacity to conspire. The talesman was 
excused because he admitted that he 
had formed an opinion about the case. 

Frank F. Bailey, a salesman, the sec- 
ond talesman examined, was accepted 
by both sides, and became foreman of 
the jury. Two other jurors were then 


accepted within a few moments. 


William J. Raphael, another talesman, 
was challenged peremptorily by the de- 
‘fense because he failed to give a satis- 
factory answer as to whether “he 
would consider justified the escape of a 
‘mar illegally detained in an insane 
asylum,” 

Frederick Emmerich, a contractor, was 
asked by Thaw’s counsel, ‘If we prove 
to you that Thaw was sane at the time 
of his escape, would that prejudice you 
in determining this case?’ 

He answered in the negative and was 
accepted. Shortly afterward Christo- 
pher, Shultz, an elderly produce mer- 
chant, was selected as the fifth juror. 

Mrs. Mary Copley Thaw, the chief de- 
fendant’s mother, accompanied by Mrs. 
George Carnegie, Thaw’s sister, ap- 
peared ‘n court early. Thaw appeared 
to be in excellent nealth. His face was 
ruddy and he was stouter than when 
he was brought from New Hampshire. 

Deputies Find Other Defendants. | 

When the names of Thaw’s oo-defend- 
ants were called, none of them an- 
swered. Deputy Sheriffs were sent into 


‘the corridors” of the Courtnouse and 


finally came back with Roger Thomp- 
gon and BDugene Duffy. 

Wive minutes elapsed and Thomas 
Ficecod was brought in. Butler and 
O’Keefe hurried into court 10 minutes 


When they were all seated, Justice 
Page warned them if they were tardy 
again he would discharge them from 
bail and have them confined in the 
Tombs during the trial. 

Thaw, it is stated, is eager to testify. 
After a conference of his counsel in 
which the question of allowing him to 
do so wae discussed, Morgan J. O’Brien, 
one of the counsel; was quoted as saying 
that it was not at all improbable that he 
would be placed on the witness stand. 
This, however, is subject to revision in 
case develapments of the State’s case 
make it inadvisable to allow the prison- 
er to give evidence. 

Will Raise Sanity Iseue. 

_ Every effort, it is stated, will be made 
by Thaw's counsel to inject into the 
trial the issue of Thaw’'s sanity. Wheth- 
er convicted or acquitted of the conspir- 
acy charge, if Thaw is treated as a sane 
person by the court, it was said that he 
hopes to be able to use that fact in a 
final effort to obtain a reversal of the 
order committing him to the asylum. 

Fifty witnesses for the prosecution 
are here ready to testify. O’Brien, who 
recently returned from Concord and 
Manchester, N. H., with a long list of 
witnesses for Thaw, said that “hun- 
dreds of prominent men and women” 
are prepared to come to New York and 
testify for him if desired. 

The trial is expected to occupy not 
more thag a week if Thaw’'s counsel 
are unable to obtain a test of his sanity 
at this time.

GOGGINS’ DEFENSE 
INSANITY, DUE 10 
PRE - NATAL CAUSE 


Youth Held for Murdering Step- 
mother Gets Continuance Be- 
cause Witness Is III. 


Jesse Coggins, 16 years old, when 
brought into Juvenile Court today for 
trial for the murder of his stepmother, 
Mrs. Olive Coggins, atsher home, 401A 
North Twenty-first street, Jan. 5, got a 
continuance until April 5. 

T. A. Steele, 69 years old, a witness 
and Coggins’ maternal grandfather, .is 
ill and Mrs. Bertha Dowell of Pine 
Bluff, Ark., his aunt, with whom he 
lived until he was 9 years old, is in at- 
tendance upon him. Both are witnesses 
for the defense. 

Ernest F.. Oakley Jr., attorney for 
Coggins, made affidavit that Steele and 
Mrs. Dowell would testify to these 
facts: 

Elsie Steele married Alfred J. Coggins 
on Christmas day, 1897, and was his 
second wife. Jesse Coggins, the young 
defendant, was born Sent. 20, 1898 A 
few weeks before Jesse was born Mrs. 
Coggins returned to her father’s home, 
hysterical, and related that she had 
found her husband weeping over the 
clothing of his first wife, and that the 
husband told her he did not love her 
at all. ee 

She Expressed Hope to Die. 

Mrs. Coggins became morose, and ex- 
pressed the hope she would die when 
her child was born. A week before the 
child was born Mrs. Coggins tried to 
end her life, and once raised a knife 
over her husband in an effort to kill 
him. Mrs. Coggins died five weeks aft- 
er the son canfe. 

Oakley said. the grandfather and aunt 
regarded Jesse Coggins as erratic, that 
he had frequént weeping. spells, was 
easily cowed by other boys of his size, 
complained of severe pains in the head, 
frequently expressed a desire to kill, 
and once threw kerosene on a lighted 
stove, causing’ an explosion in which 
he was burned severely. When the bov 
was 9 years old the grandfather anda 
aunt sent him to St. Louis because they 
feared him, Oakley said.

HAVRE, March 8+~The agent here of 
the Frerfth Line yesterday afternoon 
received the following wireless dispatch 

from Capt. Caussin of La Touraine: 
“Sunday, March 7, 3:45 p. m.—La Tou- 
raine, having a fire in one. of its holds, 
asked for help, but is continuing her 
journey to Havre, escorted by the steam- 
er Rotterdam. I hope to get control of 
the fire. There is no immediate dan- 
ger. The weather is good, but foggy. 
“T hope to dock Monday evening if 
everything goes well.’ 


Fire on La Touraine Reported to Be 
Under Control. 
PARIS, March 8.—Fire which threat- 
ened the French steamship La Tourain 
has been brought under control and her 
passengers are safe on board, according 
to a formal announcement issued yes- 
terday by the Campagnie General Trans- 
atlantique, owners of the liner. 
La Touraine is proceeding under her 
own steam to Havre, her destination, 
and is expected to arrive there tonight 
Only the Rotterdam of the fleet which 
responded to Capt. Cassufn's wigeless 
cali for aid, is standing by as a meas- 
ure of precaution to give assistance 
should any be required. Commanders of 
other vessels which went to the rescue 
have been informed that their services 
will not be required.

Playwright, on Visit Here, Says Plays Must Fi it 


New York’s 250-Word Vocabulary—St 


Louis Future Producing Center. 


Augustus Thomas, the playwright, who 
is in St. Louis to discuss the phases of 
playwriting before the Contemporary 
Club, said today he believed the time 
fot ‘far distant when St. Louis, Chi- 
cago, San Francisco and other large cit- 
ies would have civic theaters, and be- 
cceme producing headquarters. The 
drama is suffering, he said, because 
one-half of the population of New York, 
the only producing center at present, 
has a vocabulary confined to about 250 
words, and managers insist upon plays 
that will appeal to them. 


Thomas, a native St. Louisan, who has 
made his home in New York in recent 
years, is stopping at Hotel Jefferson 
with his 16-year-old daughter. For about 
two years, until four months ago, 
Thomas confined his activities to a film 
company, and he is greatly impressed 
with the part the movies are playing in 
play writing. | 

Cause of Complaints. 
The limited vocabulary imposed upon 


ful in New York is the one great rea- 
son, he said to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er, why theater-goers in other cities 
where the proportion. of ‘education ‘'s 
higher than in New York so frequently 
complain of -the quality of plays that 
come to them with the reputation of 
being New York successes. 


This condition, he believes, will be 
remedied by the establishment of civic 
theaters where plays by home talent 
can be produced and given an opportu- 
nity to be shown in other parts of the 
country without regard for what New 
York wishes. He believes there is al-

Demand for Action, 

The movies, he said, have brought 
such a demand for action that the 
modern playwright must be exceed- 
ingly careful not to waste any words 
in his productions. He believes this is 
for the good of the drama. 

He believes also that there will 
soon be a change in the movies away 
from screen plays given by actors 
and actresses of the legitimate 
drama. The players are becoming 
frightened, he said, at the course 
taken by picture companies in bill- 
ing the actors by name and not an- 
nouncing that the play is a moving 
picture play. He said he knew of

The pastor also said some 
of his congregation wanted him sep- 
arated from his pastorate, but added 
that-the Bishop would return him for 
five years if need be, despite the con- 
gregation and the church board, to 
clear the stain from the good name 
of the member of his family. 

The pastor did not designate the par- 
ticular member of his family to whom 
he referred, but nearly everybody pres- 
ent knew that he had in mind his oldest 
daughter, a student in the high school, 
for the report which attacked her char- 
acter had become common gossip. The 
report had spread through the schools 
and the schoo! officials had started an 
investigation of it.

Miss Barstow of Ohio, Unknown 
to St. Louis, Wins Approval 
of Odeon Audience. 


es 

Miss Vera Barstow, a pretty Ohio gir) 
of 19 years, unknown to the St. Louis 
musical world and unheralded save fur 
the mere announcement gf her name as 
a violin soloist, at yesterday's ‘‘pop’”’ 
concert in the Odeon, scored a triumph 
won by but few artists who have per- 
formed here this season. Confronting 


an assemblage of strangers, she played 
her way into their hearts and held them 
by the majesty of her bowing, her strik- 
ing self-poise, the fervor and sweep of 
her interpretation. 

‘In her presentation of the ballade and 
polonaise by Vieuxtemps she displayed 
a talent amounting to genius and in- 
creased the enthusiasm of her lHsteners 
with each subsequent number. To the 
accompaniment of the orchestra, Miss 
Barstow accomplished the French com- 
poser’s intricate work without the slur 
of a single note, now holding her audi- 
ence ‘spellbound by the finesse of her 
technique in the delicate staccato pas- 
sages, now sending a ripple of enthusi- 
asm over the auditorium by the great. 
full sweeps of her bow, which drew 
forth rich, strong tones of a quality 
and breadth characteristic of a virtuoso. 

In her group selections, Miss Barstow 
rendered Von Kunits’ “Sarabande’’ and 
‘‘Musette,’’ the brilliant ‘‘Pierrot Gai,”’ 
by P. A.. Tirndellil, a Western teacher 
of violin, and the popular Spanish Dance 
(No. 8), by Sarasate. She acknowledged 
the appreciation of her audience with 
only one encore, the Menuette frora 
Schubert's Sonatina.

Mock Chicken Salad-——Rub through 
the coarse grinder of the food chopper 
enough raw peanuts to make 1% cups; 
then add 1% cups of wheat flakes, pep- 
per and salt to taste and 1 tablespoon 
of olive oil. Turn into the upper part 
of the double boiler and cook for at 
least six hours, the time necessary tv 
cook the peanuts thoroughly. The long 
cooking of the peanuts develops a de- 
licious flavor entirely different from 
that obtained by roasting them. When 
the mixture is cooked, pack in a square 
mold and chill. Prepare this mixture 
a day before the salad is to be served. 
Cut the mock chicken into dice, mix 
with chopped celery and biend witn 
mayonnaise dressing. 

Stuffed Corn Beef—Take a piece of 
well-corned rump or round, about six or 
seven pounds, make several deep cuts 
i: it, fill cuts with stuffing of bread 
crumbs, soaked, squeezed quite dry, but- 
ter, good pinch of cloves, allspice, pep- 
per, a little thyme. Then tie it up 
tightly in a cloth and saturate it with 
vinegar. Boil about three hours. 

Mock Veal Cutlets—Take three cup- 
fuls of cold minced veal.

England Always . Hes Opposed Russia’s Desire 
for Warm Water Port, for Fear She’d 


Lose Egypt and India. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 8.—“What will 
become of Constantinople if the allies 
win?” 

This is the most generally discussed 
question in diplomatic and official cir- 
cles. Wherever a group of diplomats 
gather the fall of Constantinople and 
its ultimate fate are subjects of specu~ 
lation. 


A diplomat who is generally credited 
with having an intimate knowledge of | 
the situation and of being familiar with 
the national ambitions and prejudices of 
the Powers that are expected to decide 
the Turk’s fate today outlined his views 
to the Post-Dispatch. 

Sir Edward Grey’s announcement, !n 
Parllament to the effect that Great 
Britain is in sympathy with Russia's 
desire to get an outlet toward the Med- 
iterranean has beensgaccepted in Wash- 
ington as referring purely to the eco- 
nomic side of the situation. Diplomats 
are unwilling to believe that the Brit- 
ish Government will ever consent to 
give Russia any political control in Tur- 
key. 

Russia Needs Warm Water Port. 

The situation was summed up today 
in the following manner: 

For centuries Russia has been at- 
tempting to get control of Constanti- 
nople. England has blocked her plans 
consistently. Russia usually has taken 
the position that from an economical 
and sentimental standpoint she should 
be allowed to widen her borders to tak2 
in the capital of the Ottoman Empire. 

From an economic standpoint she held 
that her commerce always has been 
lack of a port where 
her bottoms would never be held up by 
She has no port of consequence 
which is not subject to freezing 
weather. 

Coupled with the economic argument 
she has insisted that, from a religious 
viewpoint, she would be of tremendous 
value to the world if shé were allowed 
to drive the Turk and Mahomet out 
of Europe. 

Her propaganda usually has carried 
with it a plea that the world would 
derive great material. benefit from her 
control of thé city becatise she would 
then be enabled to ship millions of 
dollars worth of grain into the Medi- 
terranean for distribution to the 
smaller and more congested states of 
Europe. 

Russians have insisted that the open- 
ing of the Dardanelles to the sommerce 


of the world, and thé.remeval-of the} 


restrictions which the Turks now hold 
over the narrow strip of water would 
revolutionize Russia’s industry and give 
her an opportunity to plan her part in 
the warld’s markets. 

Engiand Has Opposed Russia, 

Every argument put forward by Rus- 
sia has been met by England’s oppo- 
sition based upon fear that if Russia 
were given a southern outlet it would 
be but the beginning of march toward 
Egypt, Persia and India. 

In other words, England has kept her 
attention focused upon the political 
aspect of the situation and the belief 
that the Russians are merely attempt- 
ing to manipulate the eastern map 60 
that sooner or later England would be 
compelled to fight her to keep the most 
prized possessions of the British Hm-< 
pire intact. 

Added to this condition, 
garia, Rumania and the other Balkan 
states have kept thelp eyes on the 
city, hoping that circumstances might 
so shape themselves that one of their 
flags might eventually displace the 
Star and Crescent. 

This condition, which existed at the 
beginning of the present war, is be- 
lieved to have been made even more 
complicated by later developments. 

Italy is now looked upon as being one 
of the possible arbiters of the Sultan’s 
fate. It is generally conceded in diplo- 
matic circles that Italian statesmen are 
suffering from what is colloquially de- 
scribed as a ‘‘swelled head” as a result 
of her expansion following her recent 
war. 

It is conceded that the Italians have 
come to consider their international po- 
sition as on a par with that of Great 
Britain, Germany and Russia and tha‘ 
they should have a hand in the gettle- 
ment of any question which is so close- 
ly intertwined with their international 
existence as the disposal of Constanti- 
nople.

Italy Might Ald Rassta. 

Suggestion has been made that Italy 
might even support Russia in a proposal 
looking to the establishment of some 
sort of control over the Ottoman Hm- 
pire by the Czar. The suggestion was 
put forward upon the belief that Italy 
is unwilling to allow Great Britain to 
further extend her control in the sec- 
tion bordering on the Mediterranean 
because she already controls the Suez 
Canal, one of the eastern gateways. 

For this reason an alliance between 
Russia and Italy to offset Great Brit- 
ain’s control has been seriously spoken 
of in well-informed diplomatic circles. 
It is believed that Great Britain will 
never consent to allow the Czar to dom- 
inate Constantinople politically unless 
Russian troops take the city without 
the active assistance of thé allies and 
keep it In their possession. 

There is a growing belief that at the 
end of the war the winners will at- 
tempt to make some sort of an agreé- 
ment whereby Constantinople will be 
taken from the Turks and put in charge 
of an international governmient. 

It is believed that a plan of this, sort 
would come closer to satisfying all the 
factions than any other scheme that 
has béen suggested. [Tt has been ar-. 
gued that both Great Britain and Rus- 
sia then would be given an even op- 
portunity to use the economic benefits

Since the Turk crossed from Asia into 
Europe in the fifteenth century and 
conquered Constantinople there have 
been few decades in which the Sultan 
has not been embroiled in difficulties 
of some sort with one of the great, 
Powers which were anxious to drive 
him from the continent. 

Several times it appeared as if he 
was finally to be driven behind the 
Imes of Turkey in Asia, but the fear 
that Russia would enlarge too rapidly 
and dominate European affairs has 
acted as a barrier. Diplomats In Wash- 
ington are unanimous in the belief that 
the attempts to dispose of the Sultan 
are about to be consummated and that 
his sphere of influence in Europe will 
fade when the treaty that will restore 
peace is signed.
